This  report  informs  Council  of  the  nature  of  the  preliminary  design 
proposals  and  their  cost,  and  confirms  that  the  design  as  presented 
has  the  approval  of  the  Steering  Committee  and  of  the  Board  of  Parks 
and  Public  Recreation,   the  School  Board  and  the  Library  Board.  The 
proposal  is  endorsed  by  the  West  End  Community  Centre  Association  and 
is  acceptable  insofar  as  the  Senior  Citizens'  portion  of  the  project  i 
concerned  to  officials  of  the  Federal  and  Provincial  governments. 

Subject  to  agreement  with  the  Senior  Governments  the  report  recommend 
that  authorization  be  given  to  proceed  to  working  drawings  to  tender 
stage;  also  authorization  to  initiate  rezoning  for  the  project  area. 


RECOMMENDATIONS :

2.  instruct  the  Director  of  Planning  to  formally  submit  the  Senior 
Citizens'   element  of  the  project  to  the  Senior  Governments  for 
ratification  and  formal  agreement  to  proceed.

4.  instruct  the  Director  of  Planning  and  Civic  Development  to  make 
application  for  rezoning  the  project  area  to  CD-I.
